Hebert_J . Edwards was born 
Nov. 28, 1907, in Thayne, Lincoln 
County, Wyoming; he was the 
youngest of 10 children born to 
Benjamin and Hanna Toolson 
Edwards. 

All of Herb’s boyhood was spent 
in or near Thayne, on the farm 
owned by his mother, as his father 
died when Herb was four months 
old., Herb said he cannot 
remember a school year when he 
started before the crops were in, 
or when he was in class during the 
spring planting; it took all of the 
family to do the work and stay out 
of debt. 

When Herb was seven years 
old, he held his first paying job, he 
worked for his brother, John, 
during summers until he was 16 
years old. 

Herb finished elementary school 
then his mother moved to Afton 
and he graduated from the ‘‘new’’ 
Afton High School in 1927. Theirs 
was the largest graduating class, 
there were 28 students. He 
graduated from high school in 
three years. 

On Nov. 2, 1927, Herbert J. 
Edwards married Leona Baring- 
ton. She didn't like living in Star 
Valley, so they moved to Preston, 
Idaho. Herb farmed and worked 
for wages through the fall of 1931; 
then he moved back to run his 
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northern part of Utah, and then to 
settle near the Blackfoot reservat- 
ion. The Stander family settled 
about eight miles west of 
Blackfoot, Idaho, near the small 
town of Thomas that sprung up as 
the settlers came in. 

Geraldine remembers her 
grandmother Kraus as being quite 
an important and well liked 
woman who was from Switzerland 
and very well educated. She was 
skilled in the use of herbs. She 
worked with medical doctors, she 
often took over when the medical 
doctor gave up. 

Geraldine graduated from the 
Blackfoot High School, and went 
on to graduate from the L.D.S. 
Business College. She found a 
good position with an insurance 
company in Salt Lake when she 
married. Keith] Eccols in 1940; they 
were married in the LDS Salt Lake 
Temple. 

Less than a year after their 
marriage, Keith was drafted. 
When he returned four years later, 
he was not a well man. They 
wanted a large family, but 
Geraldine was unable to bear a 
child before they had been 
married eight years. Four years 
later, they adopted a handicapped 
child. Not long after this, Keith 
died. A few months later 
Geraldine had polio; : she was quite 
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ter for seven years before he was 
retired in 1972. 

Both Herb and Geraldine have 
been faithful workers in the LDS 
Church, they filled a four year 
mission with the Indians on the 
Fort Hall Reservation, between 
Pocatello and Blackfoot, Idaho. 
When Herb was 17 years old he 
began teaching in church and has 
taught most of the time since. He
